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SARDAR MUSEUM, JODHPUR 
A BRIEF NOTE 

T he exhibition of the Manvar objects of art, held in 
the year 1909, worked as a tiudeus for the Marwar 
Inti list rial Museum, which was started at a place outside 
Sojaii Gate in Joditpur city. Not before long, the museum 
was shifted, at first, to a house outside Rai-ka»fiagh and 
then to Sursagar Garden. It was hn-c that in 1914 a fud- 
fiedged museuni on a mod«r scale was established. In 
tgrh, the Government of India rt^cognlsed this iniisemn 
and it was in the year 1917 that the Industrial Museum 
was named as tlie Sardar Museum, after the name of Laic 
His Highness Maharaja Shri Ssirdar Singiiji Saheb. At 
this time the Archaeolog>' Sectio n {consisting of sculpt urcs), 
paintings of Jodhpur and other sub-schools of Rajasthani 
school were added 10 its collection. Unfortunately, those 
beautiful Rajasthani miniaturcB, which adorned the gallery 
of the museum then, arc now no more in the Museum as these 
were taken back* by the then H.H. on the eve of integration. 
These been rt^laced by the miniatures purehaseti by 
the moseiim from time to time. Later on, it was fch that 
Sur&agar Gardens were situated in an out of the tvay place 
and the then venue of the museum was not converaent. in 
any way, for the visitors. The museum was shifted back 
in 1937 to its former building {known as Ugam}i’s Bunga¬ 
low), Cut from 1936 the museum came lo be set up in its 
oum building, speemUy coi^tructcd for the purpose, in the 
Umaid Gardens. 

The Sardar Mtiicum, Jodhpur, b at present under 
re-organisation- Modern and scienrific dbpiays arc being 
provided within the limitations imposed by space and 
equipment and the problem of overcrowding is bemg solved 
by subjecting the collection to ilic process of eliminationi 
on the basis of their artistic value and also on that of their 
utility to the viewer. Old and \vom out tothibiLs ofN.iiuraJ 
History' Section have now given place to the latest type of 
flora and fauna diaromas and mirrorscopes depicting cultural 
scenes from local history. All this is being done to turn 
this museum into a netv museum of regional type. The 
museum, after re-organisation, sliall have only three ‘sections 
which have been dealt wHiK in the present catalogue. 




ARCHA£OLOG\' SECTION: 

This secuon contains some of ihe most important and 
unique sculptures €jf the area, as the Sardar Museum is a 
regional jnusciini of Man^far, Only selected and represen* 
tadvr pieces from cacli of the imponant place's or sites have 
been (fisplayed and several of them kept in reserve collection 
at Mandor. Amongst the displayed aculprures, those wortli 
mentioning arc the uniouc Tffrawji pillars of the fifth century 
fTom Mandor, GajalaksWi from Odan, bufit of a dancing 
girl and a female torso { i ath century A.D.) from Ktradu, 
Yognnarayana (i^th century A.D.j from Deedwana and 
JivaninT Svami M3th cenutn' A.D.) frora KJiiiiwaaar. 

INDUSTRIAL SECTION: 

This section consists of the exhibits of arts and crafts 
from Jodhpur Division, These inchtdc marble work from 
Makrana, yellow Stone wmk from Jaisalmcr, ivory work of 
Merta, metal work of Nagaur, lacquered tvork of Bagri and 
‘Chundri* and leather works of Jodhpur, 

PAINTINC, SECTION: 

This section has mostly miniaiurt^ in it. Tlicse minia¬ 
tures an- of The various schools of Jodhpur, Mevvar, Jaipur 
etc. Besides tins, there arc full-size portraits of the past 
rulers of Marvvar, done in oil. 

Sardar Muaeum, Jodlipiir, as a regional museum of 
Marwar, gives a gUmpse of Mat war — past and present — - 
on the ba^ of its museum grotip cases, cralis, painiings 
and sculptures, and deserves a visit by all those lovers of art 
and culture, who want to know about hiarwar anti its culture 
within a couple of hours. Limitations of space within the 
preseiti building preclude many other representations of 
several other plmcs of Marwar culture but that day would 
ttot be too lar olT tvheii, vsHib tite additbii of further space 
In the present biritding, several oilier phases of Marwar 
culture tvould see themsaves represented*
